Defection of Russia Is Now Con- 
sidered to Be Complete 


To what extent Russia has cut her- 
self adrift from the powers of the 
entente as an ally in the present war 
is strikingly shown by the recent ac- 


iion of France and Great Britain in 
breaking up their immense depots at 
the Muscovite Arctic port of Arch- 


angel and withdrawing all their ships 


from the White Sea, the Murman 
coast and from that portion of the 
Arctic ocean. Huge sums of money 


were spent by the powers of the en- 
the 


tente in constructing great ser- 
ies of warchouses and depots at 
Archangel for the reception of war | 
supplics of every kind for the use} 
of Russia, Mi'lions upon millions 
of dollars were expended, too, in im 
proving the harbor and port facili-| 
ties, by building long miles of 
wharves and establishing bundreds 
of steam cranes, 

All this is so much moncy lost, 
and the allies have in addition the 
mortification of knowing that most 
of the guns and war supplics of 
which they deprived themselves in 
order to equip Russia have been 
turned over by the Russians unin- 


jured to the Germans and are now 
being used by the latter against the 
entente on ie French, and Belgian 
and the Italian fronts. 

The Russian defection from the 
cause of the allies is one of the most 
ghastly and amazing episodes of the 
present war, Scme of the facts con- 
nected therewith are absolutely in- 
credible, They still remain to be 
written. But one thing is certain, 
namely, that if Great Britain, France 
and the United States had entertain- 
ed the slightest hope of bringing 
back Russia itito line against Ger- 
many they would never have scrap- 
ped everything at Archangel.

Poultry in ‘Soskat chewan 


Now Improving the Quality of Eggs 
By Grading Method 


In connection with the Co-opera- 
tive Creamerics, Limited. under 
which name the co-operative cream- 
eries of Saskatchewan have just been } 


organized, a poultry department re 
been created for the purpose of 
handling of eggs and poultry. Just 
as the quality of butter has been 
brought to the highest standard 
through the grading of cream, so it 
is hoped that through the methods 
of purchase anJ grading of this de- 
partment the quality of egys and 


poultry raised by farmers in the pro 
vince will be greatly improved 
The province of Saskatchewan 
stands third in importance in Cana- 
da in regard to the poultry business, 
great strides having been made in 
the past few years. At the last esti- 
mate the number of birds in the pro- 
vince was six million, but it is anti 


cipated that this nuaber can easily 
be raised to twenty million within 
the next few years. Much is being 


done to interest boys and girls on 
the farms in this work, by instruc- 
tion in the schools poultry competi- 
tions at school fairs 1 egg con- 
tests. Besides giving children some- 
thing to do in their spare time which 
is useful and profitable, it is claimed 
that when once interested they re- 
main interested, and are more open 
to the reception of new and improv- 
ed methods than are adults, 

Poultry stations have been operat- 
ed in the winter months at Saskatoon 
and Regina by the provincial gov- 
ernment, with increasing suceess dur- 
ing the past few years. ‘Two years 
ago 57,000 pounds of poultry were 
handled through these stations, while 
last year over thirty tons of dressed 
poultry, for which farmers received 
the highest prices, were disposed of.

THE FREEDOM OF 


THE SEAS AS 


AT IS UNDERSTOOD IN GERMANY 


HOHENZOLLERN DOCTRI 


NE OF RITIME LIBERTY 


Is a Good Deal Like the German Doctrine of Freedom of the 
Sidewalk, under Which an Officer is Free to Shove a Refined 
Woman into the Gutter 


—_—— 


At last we have an answer to the 
oft-uttered query as to what Ger- 
mans mean by the incantation “free- 
dom of the seas,” which figures in all 
their proffers of peace, and was con- 
Stantly on the lips of Dr. Dernburg, 
when he was throwing boomerangs 
in the United States. The answer 
was recently given to the fire-cating 
Count Reventlow in a speech de- 
livered in Berlin Philharmonic Hall. 
The Count’s words were: 

“What do we Germans understand 
by freedom of the seas? Of course 
we do not mean by it that free use 
of the sea which is the common pri- 
vilege of all nations in times of 
peace, the right to open higtiways ot 
international trade, That sort of free- 
dom of the sea we had betore the 
war.” 

Oj course they had it, but freedom 
and privileges that are shared by 
other nations are not to the taste of 
Germans like Count Reventlow. 
indeed! 

“What we understand today by 
this doctrine,” says he, “is that Ger- 
many should possess such maritime 
territories and such naval bases that 
at the outbreak of a war we should 
be able, with our navy ready,  rea- 
sonably to guarantee ourselves the 
command of the seas. We want such 
a jumping-off place for our navy as 
would give us a fair chance of dott 
inating the seas and of being free of 
the seas during a war.” 

Reports of the speech in the Ger- 
man press show that “cheers” were 
interpolated at this point. No doubt 
there were more cheers whcn this 
tragic comedian denounced as a trai- 
tor any German who would consent 
to relinquishing the coast of Bel- 
gium, or the German ambition to 
hold the northern coast of France. 

It is plain to sce that it is like 
appealing to the deaf and blind to 
talk to such Junkers as Reventlow— 
who differs from most of his kind 


only in his candor—of peace  pro- 
jects. War, war, war—Deutehland 
uber Alles—is all they think of. To 


them the present war is but the pre- 
liminary of another which shall give 
Germany world domination. Verily 
the Lord hath hardened their hearts; 
and our own are getting pretty hard 
also. Leaving such maritime coun- 
tries as France and Italy out of the 
question, what does the Count im 
agine the British peoples are made 
of, since he clamors for a “freedom” 
which would merely mean their own 
strangulation whenever Germany or- 
ganizes another war? In what a pre- 
dicament does he leave those Ameri- 
can college professors who knt a 
favorable car to the German plea for 
“freedom of the seas?” The German 
doctrine of maritime liberty is a good 
deal like the German doctrine of 
freedom of the sidewalks, under 
which an officer is frec to shove a 
refined woman into the guiter.—To- 
ronto Saturday Night.

Revolution Impossible in Germany 

For some months there has been 
a good deal of speculation in the 
English press on the possibility of 
revolution, and on the outlook for 
responsible parliamentary  govern- 
ment, in Germany. Only a combin- 
ation of military defeat and starva- 
tion seems to me likely to cause a 
violent upheaval that would _ likely 
affect the foundation of the political 
structure, Every man and woman 
are so fitted into the German system 
that it can collapse only as a whole. 
Herr Scheidemann, the leader of the 
majority Socialists, whose recent ut- 
terances have evoked expressions of 
Strong disapproval from non-German 
Socialists everywhere, said practical- 
ly the same thing in July, 1917: “The 
destruction of the Prussian military 
machine means our: destruction as 
well.”"—A. D, McLaren in The Atlan- 
tic Monthly.

Hard Work in the Field and in the 
Home Solution of Difficulty 
The very great difficulties in the 
way of compulsory rationing in Can- 
ada puts an additional responsibility 


for voluntary food service upon ev- 
ery Canadian, no matter what _ his 
rank or circumstances may be.

“The four sections all have differ- 
ent duties to perform. The leading 
section goes up the trench about 
fifty or seventy-five yards and puts 
in a block of barbed wire to prevent 
re-enforcements from coming up, 
The next section gocs down the 
communicating trenches and per- 
forms the same operation, The third 
section bombs the Germans from 
their dugouts. The other section's 
business is to look out for the sal- 
vage of captured machine guns and 
other arms. It takes care of the 
prisoners that must be taken back. 
It also sees that every wounded Ger- 
man is killed. This sounds very bru- 
tal, but it is an absolute necessity. 
When so few men are trying to 
stand off a battalion of the enemy 
they cannot afford to be hampered 
with wounded men, Unless the Ger- 
mans are bad!y wounded—in which 
case we do not molest them—they 
will fire on our men and prevent onr 
raid being successful. 

“We try to take some prisoners 
back with us, but if this is not pos- 
sible we cut off their shoulder straps 
with the number of their regiments 
on them, In this way our coynmand- 
ing officers can tell what kind = of 
troops are opposing us. A successful 
raid demoralizes the enemy and gives 
our men a decided advantage if 
desire to attack.”

(8) The commander reserves to 
himself the right to punish all lazy 
workmen by giving them 20 strokes 
with a stick. 

“I have two more facts to give. 
The Germans have systematically 
| bombed defenceless villages through- 
lout Venetia, in order to terrorize the 
jinhabitants, many of whom-—women 
jand children—have been killed, Sig- 
nor Guidica, a Venetian merchant, 
assures us that at Zenson on the 
Piave, where the enemy attempted to 
cross the river, they forced women 
and children to go in front, screened 
behind whom, they fired on Italian 


troops, In beating the enemy back 
the lives of these helpless ones were 
sacrificed, To add indignity to 


cruelty the Germans have appointed 
ja Turk to be governor of Feltre! 

“The kaiser’s ambition is to rival 
Attila, after whom he has named one 
of his sons, but when in the fifth cen- 
tury he devastated this same region, 
he was not guilty of such barbarities.

Conditions 
In Germany 


Neutral Thinks That Discontent Will 
Not Lead to Democratization 


From time to time the outside 
world gets a ficeting glimpse of ac- 
tual conditions in Germany, but it 
is seldom that such a review is made 
by men qualificd to speak. For this 
reason, therefore, the fol owing state- 
ment on the present state o Gite 
many, written by a well-to-ds nov- 
tral, a medicol man who has liv.d in 
Augsburg since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, is peculiarly interesting. 

“Thoughtful Germans as a whole,” 
he said, “though still believing that 
Germany cannot be beaten. are war- 


weary and have long since given up’ 


hopes of the so-called German peace. 
The masses are in a_ hysterical 
state, one minute praying for peace 
at any price and the next, under the 
influence of some piece of news, 
some well-organized patriotic con- 
cert or kinematograph exhibition got 
up by the Fatherland (annexation- 
ist) Party, at which they will be 
shouting wild applause and singing 


‘Deutschland, Deutschland uber Al- 
les.’ 

“The Fatherland Party is justly 
regarded by many people as_ the 


chief obstacle to peace. in Bavaria 
its propaganda is unceasing and is 
advancing by leaps and bounds. The 
party has unlimited funds and good 
business men to spend the money 
judiciously in cultivating the  Ger- 
man ‘will to power.’ Ou the other 
hand, this junta of government offi- 
cials, country squires, ironmasicrs, 
admirais, and big manufacturers ex- 
ercises an odious tyranny on all the 
peoples dependent on it. Woe be- 
tide the village constable, the con- 
cierge, the factory hand, or agricul- 
tural laborer underling who dares re- 
fuse his monthly gift to the Father- 
land Party's funds. 

“As for all the fuss about demo- 
cratization, I think it is mostly 
moonshine manufactured for — the 
benefit of the romantically inclined 
English radical. There is discon- 
tent simmering up and down the 
country, but to quieten it a pound 
of butter a week would go farther 
than any promise of political reform. 


The riots that take place in the 
towns from time to time are the 
work of women whose — husbands 


have long been away in the field and 
who have got out of hand. Mobs ol 
half-grown lads run wild and get in- 
to mischief, and worse than mischief. 

“In Bavaria, the emperor 
Berlin, never 
popular than ever. Bavarians are 
unmoved by William's choice of 
Hertling as chief adviser. If Hert 
ling had been a Bavarian born they 
say perhaps there might have been 
something in it, but he is a Hes- 
sian. In Bavaria, as elsewhere, the 
emperor has been completely  over- 
shadowed by Hindenburg, who to 
the average German is the war in- 
carnate, and whatever there is great 
and glorious about him is putting 
the kaiser and the royal princes en- 


tirely in the shade. On the other 
tiand, Hindenburg came with the 
war and wi'l go with the war. In 


Bavaria and elsewhere the dynastic 
sentiment is so strong that nothing 
can root it out, 


“Strange to say, however, the 
people are turning away from the 
present. king and the unlovable 
crown prince Rupprecht to a sort 


of cult of the mad king Ludwig IL 
The Bavarians now say that he could 


not be so mad. for what could be 
saner than to bait Bismarck and to 
protect Richard Wagner? Ludwig 
Il. is now passing into a legend of 
the King Bountiful as the present 
rulers grow more and more unpopu- 
lar. 

“I consider that, however the war 
ends, whether the Ge man empire 
continues to hold toget er officially 
or not afterwards, the re ult wii be 
an cnormous intensificaton of  sep- 
aratist feeling in the various con- 
stituent states.

Program 


Elaborate Plans Are Being Carried 
Out According to Schedule 


Last week we inquired, in an edi- 
torial, “Is all well with our airplane 
program?” 

Before the ink was dry on the is- 
suc of The Outlook containing this 
editorial it happened that an official 
statement was issued describing the 
progress made in supplying America 
with war aircraft. 


This statement was made by Mr. 
Howard E, Coffin, chairman of the 
aircraft production board. He out- 
lined the program under — seven 
heads: 

First, the establishment and main- 
tenance of a great system of train- 
ing stations. 

Second, an international standard- 
ization of aircraft. The allied coun- 
trices have already agreed on interna- 
tional specifications and a co-ordina- 
tion of manufacturing facilities and 
policies. 

Third, the construction of primary 
training machines. In this the pro- 
duction “will be in excess of the 
needs of the program of January 
20.” 

| Fourth, the provision 
and equipped fliers and 
This is “progressing 
schedule.” 

Fifth, the provision of “raw and 
semi-finished material and finished 
parts, including motors, to insure the 
consummation of the augmented 
allied aireraft-building program. This 
has been and is being done.” 

Sixth, (and very important), “to 
provide for the cquipment of the 
American forces in France for the 
period of January to June, 1918, in 
large art by purchase of fighting 
machines manufactured in atflied 
countries, and to supply the machine 
tools and raw and semi-finished ma- 
terials necessary to insure their pro- 
duction.” This is a subject on which 
we believed the country was special- 
ly entitled to information, for it is 
jimportant to know whether our 
country was to withhold its blow 
against the enemy until it had de- 
veloped its Liberty motor. Mr. 
Coffin’s answer is reassuring. He 
says: “One of the first acts of the 
aircraft board, after the passage of 
the appropriation bill in July, was 
to authorize the placing by General 
Pershing of orders for several thou- 
sand fighting machines in allied 
countries. Many millions’ worth of 
material and machine tools have beea 
shipped from this country to aid this 
production.” 

Seventh, the provision of service 
lmachines (that is, aircraft for actual 
use in warfare) after the first of next 
July. Originally, advanced training 
was planned to be carried wholly on 
the other side of the ocean, near the 
theatre of war, so there was no In- 
tent of providing any other than 
ltraining planes on this side, Now,

A Boy’s Profit 
In Pig Raising 


Satisfactory Results Fron : 
Feeding of Pigs , 


The following record showing the 
result of a boy’s work in the care 
and feeding of pigs, is rclated by 
Professor Tisdale, of the Saskatche- 
wan Agricultural College, as an ex- 
ample of what is being done in this 
line by the boys of Saskatchewan 

A litter of pigs born May 19th was 
turned over to the boy for care and 
attention. On December 19 the 
weight of the pigs was 1,298 pounds, 
an average weight of 185.4 pounds 
per pig. They were sold for sixteen 
cents a pound, realizing $207.68. 

The total cost of feeding was 
$94.41, and consisted of 4,221 pounds 
of ground feed of low grade wheat, 
oats and barley, which cost $93.41, 
and 100 pounds milk at weening 
time, which cost $1.00. 

The boy made no charge for his 
labor in caring for the pigs, nor for 
the pasture used on his father's 
farm, so he realized a net profit of 
$113.27, but even if charges had been 
made for these two items, the profit 
would still have been a substantial 
one,
